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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

1. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The basis of this rejection is set forth in a two-prong test of: 

(1 ) whether the invention is within the technological arts; and 

(2) whether the invention produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result 

For a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must be within the 
technological arts. Mere ideas in the abstract (i.e., abstract idea, law of nature, natural 
phenomena) that do not apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts fail to 
promote the "progress of science and the useful arts" (i.e., the physical sciences as 
opposed to social sciences, for example) and therefore are found to be non-statutory 
subject matter. For a process claim, the recited process must somehow apply, involve, 
use, or advance the technological arts. 

In the present case, claim 1 only recites an abstract idea. The recited steps of 
merely obtaining information about a first work-in-progress and through a 
semiconductor supply chain of vendor and performing a mathematical analysis to 
generate a WIP tracking report does not apply, involve, use, or advance the 
technological arts since all of the recited steps can be performed in the mind of the user 
or by use of a pencil and paper. These steps only constitute an idea of how to generate 
WIP tracking report reflecting a progress of WIP. 
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Additionally, for a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must 
produce a useful, concrete, and tangible result. In the present case, the claimed 
invention updates data representation of semiconductor supply chain to reflect a first 
WIP update (i.e., repeatable) used in generating a WIP tracking report from the data 
(i.e., useful and tangible). 

Although the recited process produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result, 
since the claimed invention, as a whole, is not within the technological arts as explained 
above, claim 1 is deemed to be directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Double Patenting 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .1 30(b). 
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Effective January 1 , 1 994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 373(b). 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3 of U.S. Patent No. 6,748,287 
B1 . Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because one skilled in the art at the time of the invention would have 
readily understood that 6,748,287 teaches all of the structural features, as claimed, that 
achieve a fully functionally equivalent method. 



Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Chin et al. discloses a semiconductor manufacturing plant that 
provides short cycle time and fulfill delivery requirements to satisfy customer 
expectations. Milne et al. discloses a manufacturing supply planning where core 
production is planning information is provided to a solver to generate feasible projected 
supply plan. Gil et al. discloses a method for generating real time reports of 
transactions for an enterprise. Anthony et al. discloses a fulfillment system for providing 
current supply and demand to generate a work schedule and material delivery schedule 
for manufacturing items. Jain et al. discloses a manufacturing process for 
semiconductors utilizing a peer-to-peer technology to securely and reliably transfer data 
between customers and manufacturing partners.
